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DETAILED ACTION 


Information Disclosure Statement 
Note that documents "A.R", "A.S", and "AT" listed in the IDS filed 5/28/04 
have not been considered as the illustrations thereof are not clear. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The status of application 09/951,366 should be updated on page 1 of the 

specification; the phrase now abandoned" should be inserted after "September 

13,2001". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 3 and 5-21 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 3 line 2, "outside" should be inserted before "diameter". 

In claim 5 line 6, "the mold" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 6 line 2, it is unclear as to how the first, second and third rod 
members relate to the rod portion recited in claim 5. 

In claim 13 line 2, it is unclear as to how the silicone piece relates to the 
three silicone tubes recited in claim 5. 

In claim 14 line 3, "diameter" should be "diameters". 
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In claim 14 line 8, it is unclear as to how the silicone piece relates to the 
three silicone tubes. 

In claim 15 line 3, it is unclear as to which rod portion "the rod portion" is 
referring. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Boudewijn et al (US 5,292,305). 

Boudewijn et al discloses a double-lumen angioscopy catheter comprising 
a Y-shaped connector (22) and three tubes (1 , 23, 24). Boudewijn et al fails to 
teach that the connector and tubes are made from silicone. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to form the connector and tubes from silicone, since it has been held to be within 
the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re 
Lehsin, 125 USPQ 416. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5-21 are objected to (see Claim Objections above), but would be 
allowable if rewritten to overcome the above-noted objections to claims 5-6 and 
13-15..
